In August of 1949, Rev. Earl F. 
Causey and family were assigned to 
pastor at the New Hope Church of 
God near Ochlochnee, Ga. The church 
had been on a standstill for some 
time, and many said that it was dead, 
but God still had a few faithful ones 
that were holding on and kept. the 
church going. Although discourag- 
ing times came, they were trusting in 
the One who is Master of all. Brother 
and Sister Causey came trusting in 
the same One, and through very try- 
ing circumstances they stuck with us. 
There was not always money to spend 
for groceries, but they held on and 
did not quit. Even when Assembly 
time came, they came back with a 
mind to work, and God has richly 
blessed their labor. 

God laid it on Brother Causey’s 
heart to move this work into town, 
there being no other Pentecostal work 
there. On the second Sunday after 
camp meeting, August, 1951, we raised 
about $800. The devil began to try to 
stop this work from moving on, but 
under the able leadership of this man 
of God, we kept on praying, and when 
almost all hope had vanished and all 
efforts had been spent, God answered 
posers. We were able to purchase this 

autiful brick church that had for- 
merly belonged to the Methodists, for 
the small sum of $3,500. There was 
quite a bit of repairing to do, since it 
had been used for an apartment house 
for several years, but on Sept. 9, 1951, 
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we moved in and had an all-day serv- 
ice. We had a large crowd and a fine 
dinner, and God wonderfully blessed 
our souls. We received $1,056 in 
pledges and offerings. 

Again we say, God has richly blessed 
Brother and Sister Causey’s efforts. 
Since they have been here, our Sun- 
day School has tripled; the member- 
ship has doubled; and the tithes have 
more than doubled. Pray for our work 
that God will save many souls here. 
This is almost like a new field as there 
are sO many who have never heard 
a Holy-Ghost-filled preacher.—Thel- 
ma Bloodworth, Church Clerk.

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EDITORIAL... 








RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 


Three of the greatest liberties our forebearers be- 
queathed to us under the direction and providence of the 
Almighty God are: freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, and freedom of religion. The first two great free- 
doms are vehicles and implements with which we can 

romote and defend the last, FREEDOM OF RELIGION. 
Qi<ccom of religion does not carry with it the provision of 
exclusiveness; that is, that one form of religion is the 
only religion that may exist in the United States of Amer- 
ica. But, far to the contrary, our Constitution provides 
that every citizen may worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his individual conscience. Therefore, neither 
Protestants, Catholics, Jews, nor any other group of re- 
ligionists existing in the United States may claim consti- 
tutional priority or exclusive rights to “FREEDOM OF 
RELIGION.” Our form of government not only provides 
the greatest possible freedom to each individual member 
of our citizenry as respects religious freedom, but the First 
Amendment to the Constitution provides for the COM- 
PLETE SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE. This sim- 
ply means that, although there is to be free intercourse, 
unanimity, and cooperation between the religious groups 
of the United States and its government, THE STATE 
DOES NOT CLAIM TO BE THE CHURCH AND STATE, 
neither can any religious organization justly claim for it- 
self the authority of being both the CHURCH AND THE 
STATE, with God-given authority over both. It is a 
o:: generally accepted that the Government of the 
nited States is justly vested with the power to demand, 
even by force, cooperation and allegiance on the part of 
its citizens, and this is not contrary to the Bible, other 
than when the Government should come between God 
and man, and this the United States has not done, and 
if we can prevent what is being undertaken now, we can 
reasonably feel that it shall never be the case. But if our 
Government breaks down its long and cherished consti- 
tutional procedure of separation of Church and State, by 
catering to the dictates of a church that claims to be, not 
only the supreme and only church, but the Church and 
State, and our Government recognizes it as a CHURCH 
STATE by sending an ambassador to the head of that 
church, THE POPE, we had as well scrap the First Amend- 
ment, which demands of our Government separation of 
Church and State. 

This is no time for “SILENCE.” We who are acquainted 
with the history of the Roman Catholic Church in the 
apostolic days, its slaughter of the Christians who would 
not submit to its mandates, know that it will repeat such 
barbarity to force its religion upon the peoples of the 
earth today. As proof of this we have no farther to look 
than New Mexico, South America, and several other coun- 

@«: The “SILENCER” that some would place on us as 

rotestants is the theory that this is the time for religious 
forces to be united under one great banner and one great 
head, naturally the Pope of Rome, so as to defeat Com- 
munism. But this is hot mush that broad-minded Chris- 
tians do not want and will not have! Further, there is 
the very erroneous argument that we cannot win in this 
growing conflict with Communistic Russia unless the line 
of demarkation between Protestants and Catholics is re- 
moved. Of course, it is understood that the Protestants 
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are to move it by BOWING TO THE POPE. But is that 
true? A million times no! not any more than it is re- 
quired by the member nations of the United Nations to, 
in some mysterious way, abolish their national identities 
and be so blended together as to no longer be American, 
British, and French, but a super-colossal new race. The 
Bible explicitly and unequivocally condemns being unequal- 
ly yoked together with unbelievers; and there is no in- 
stitution in the world that, so far as the true and living 
way of righteousness is concerned, is more nearly unbelief 
personified than is Catholicism. Therefore, it need not be 
expected that during our conflict with Communism, or 
with any other national or universal enemy, Protestant- 
ism is going to be yoked up as one with her. We are agree- 
able to fight against Communism along with Catholics, 
keeping our Protestant faith, like American soldiers are 
keeping their national identity while fighting side by side 
with other United Nation soldiers. I know there is a vast 
difference in the conduct of Roman Catholics in South 
America, where they are murdering by the hundreds Chris- 
tians of various religious faiths, to that in the United 
States of America. Many American Catholics do not know 
of that brutality by their church; and if they did, many 
of them, no doubt, would sever their relations with it at 
once. It is only reasonable to believe that if Roman Catho- 
licism ever acquires the power in the United States of 
America that it has now in South America and some 
other countries, our freedom of religion will be gone once 
and forever. For this power the Church of Rome has been 
working for hundreds of years, and she is still striving 
and struggling, and planning to this end. She won a great 
victory when Myron Taylor was sent to the Vatican as 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s personal representative, but 
if our Senate should confirm General Mark Clark, recently 
nominated by President Truman, to be a bonified United 
States of America Ambassador to the Vatican, the victory 
for which Roman Catholicism has been working untiringly 
will be more nearly achieved than ever. 

The Pope’s arms are extended to draw us to his 
“fatherly” breast as he breathes into our Protestant souls 
the breath of unity that would turn us into Catholics so 
that together we can whip Communism. If it is God’s will, 
which I certainly hope it is, Protestants, along with all the 
freedom-loving people of the United Nations, will win out, 
eventually, over Communism. If not, the true Christians 
will eventually be raptured; therefore, we shall win any- 
way. But we shall never do it by COMPROMISING WITH 
CATHOLICISM! This would be as impossible as obtaining 
a better form of government by surrendering to Commu- 
nism. It is perfectly obvious that we are faced with one of 
the most serious situations that has ever confronted our 
nation and non-Catholics since the dark ages, when 
Christians were tortured and martyred by paganistic 
Rome. What we do now will largely determine whether 
Christianity is to be eventually subjected to another dark 
age lit up by Christian torches, as in Nero’s day. I had 
rather die on my feet than to live on my knees when it 
comes to Catholic or Communistic servitude. May God help 
us to get off “SILENCE,” express objection to the proper 
ones, with letters, telegrams, or any other way, to pre- 
vent this terrible threat to religious freedom. The First 
Amendment of our Constitution must not be violated! We 
must maintain separation of Church and State, and keep 
as one of our most cherished American God-given consti- 
tutional rights—“FREEDOM OF RELIGION.” 
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Fiffy Undeniable Facts That... 


Refute the Jesus Only Theory °

INTRODUCTION 

Jesus Christ Himself, while here on 
earth, warned that there would be 
deceivers in the last days. Matthew 
24:5, 11, 24. Paul spoke of some de- 
parting from the faith and giving 
heed to seducing spirits and doctrines 
of devils. 1 Timothy 4:1. 

It is believed that the “Jesus Only” 
doctrine is one of the most destructive 
means of the enemy, in these “latter 
times,” to split and divide the honest 
seekers after truth in the full-gospel 
movements. 

They do not believe in the Trinity. 
In fact, they deny it. They say Jesus 
is all. He is the Father. He is Christ. 
He is the Holy Ghost. They teach that 
there are not three distinct person- 
alities in the Godhead. They baptize 
in the name of Jesus only, which is 
contrary to the commandment by 
Jesus in Matthew 28:19. 

Nearly all churches believe in- the 
Trinity; that is, the union of three 
persons (the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost), in one Godhead; so that 
all three are one God as to substance, 
but three persons as to individuality. 
The Bible, without doubt, teaches this, 
and it can be summed up in a state- 
ment of faith as follows: “One God” 
eternally existing in “three persons”; 
namely, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost. 

This article entitled “Fifty Undeni- 
able Facts” is not an effort to unchris- 
tianize anyone, for in most churches 
they have some people who are hon- 
est-hearted and love God. The “Fifty 
Undeniable Facts” is published against 
the doctrine, not the people. 

You will note, as you read the “un- 
deniable facts,” that the writer has 
not attempted to deal with the sub- 
ject from the “scholarly argument” 
standpoint, but by merely stating the 
facts as set forth in the Bible. The 
only thing requested is that the read- 
er examine each “fact” with an open 
heart, a submissive will, and an hon- 
est desire for Bible truth. 

Undeniable Fact Number One, John 
14:28. Jesus said, “My Father is greater 
than I.” Can someone be greater than 
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Himself? If both were the same, they 
would be equal in greatness. But here 
Jesus said, “My Father is GREATER 
than I.” Does not this scripture show 
two personalities? Some take the 
statement of Paul in Phil. 2:6-8, which 
says, “Who being in the form of God 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God,” to mean that Jesus Christ, 
the Son, was as great as God, the Fa- 
ther. While He was with God, and in 
the form of God, He thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God. But, 
when He took upon Himself THE 
FORM OF A SERVANT, and was made 
in the likeness of men, He spoke as 
the man Christ Jesus, and said, “My 
Father is GREATER THAN I.” In the 
FORM OF GOD He thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God. In the 
FORM OF A SERVANT, He said, “MY 
FATHER IS GREATER THAN I.” 
There is a GOLD MINE of study here, 
but time and space will not permit 
going into it further in this article. 

Undeniable Fact Number Two. In 
John 10:36-17:25 Jesus says that the 
Father sent Him into the world. Did 
He send Himself? NO! He said, “My 
Father sent me.” The simple fact is 
that the Father SENT THE SON IN- 
TO THE world to be a propitiation for 
our sins. 1 John 4:10. 

Undeniable Fact Number Three. 
Consider Matt. 27:46. While Jesus was 
on the cross, He said, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
Did He forsake Himself? A candid 
mind will readily admit that here is 
one person (Jesus Christ) asking an- 
other person, whom He calls God, why 
He has forsaken Him. There would 
have been no reason for Him to cry out 
and ask this question if He were the 
only person in the Godhead. 

Undeniable Fact Number Four. In 
St. John 15:1, Jesus said, “I am the 
true vine, and my Father is the hus- 
bandman.” Is the vine and the hus- 
bandman the same? No! The vine is 
that which produces fruit; the hus- 
bandman is the caretaker, or farmer. 
Is this not sufficient proof that the 
Vine (Jesus, the Son) and the Hus- 
bandman (God, the Father) are dif- 


ferent persons? 

Undeniable Fact Number Five. Luke 
23:46 shows Jesus on the cross and 
saying, “Father, into thy hands I 
commend (or entrust) my spirit.” Did 
He commend it unto Himself? He was 
dying. How could He commend His 
spirit unto Himself? 

Undeniable Fact Number Six. Matt. 
26:39 gives the wonderful heart- 
touching and heart-warming prayer 
Jesus prayed in the garden, saying, 
“O my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me; nevertheless not 
as I will, but as thou wilt.” Was He 
praying to Himself? Certainly no one 
with a rational mind can believe that. 
He was praying, as we do, to a kind, 
loving heavenly Father who hears and 
answers prayer. 

Undeniable Fact Number Seven. John 


8:42, Jesus said, “I proceeded tort 


and came from God. Neither came 
of myself, but he sent me.” Did He 
come from Himself? The simple fact 
is He proceeded forth from, or was 
begotten of, the Father.” John 1:14 
says, “He was the only begotten of the 
Father.” John 3:16 says “His only be- 
gotten Son.” Surely anyone endowed 
with a fair amount of reason can see 
the relationship of Father and Son in 
these scriptures. 

Undeniable Fact Number Eight. St. 
John 16:16 says, “I go to my Father.” 
He was telling them here that His 
work was almost completed and that 
He was going back to the Father, 
from whence He came. Was He go- 
ing to Himself? Sanity will not per- 
mit us to believe this to be true. 

Undeniable Fact Number Nine. Matt. 
12:32. In this scripture Jesus points 
out that you can “speak against the 
Son of man and it shall be forgiven 


but whosoever speaketh against they 


Holy Ghost it shall not be forgiven 
him, neither in this world, neither in 
the world to come.” Now if Jesus and 
the Holy Ghost are the same, why is 
speaking against Jesus forgivable but 


speaking against the Holy Ghost un- © 


forgivable? It does not take a learned 
person to see this. There is not a legi- 
timate way to explain away this

1:26 says, “And God said, Let us make 
man.” Who helped God in creating 
man? If there is only one person in 
the Godhead, why did He say, “Let us 
make man’? Can us ever mean one? 
There can be no difficulty in deciding 
hat God the Father, God the Son, 

nd God the Holy Ghost each had a 
part in creating man. 

Undeniable Fact Number Eleven. 1 
John 5:7 reads, “There are three that 
bear record in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one.” This scripture says 
that there are three. Sure, it says 


@rv are one, but how are they one? 
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‘Cor. 13:14, 


As the husband and wife are one. 
They are two persons, but Jesus says 
in Matt. 19:5,6, that they are one, 
not one in person, but one in desire, 
fellowship, unity, love, companion- 
ship, etc. He prays in John 17:22 that 
the Father would make all believers 
one. Make them one person? No! That 
would have been impossible. He was 
asking the Father to make them one 
in faith, fellowship, unity, purpose, 
and desire. These THREE—the Fa- 
ther, the Word (Jesus Christ), and 
the Holy Ghost—are one. One person? 
No! One in substance, deity, unity, 
fellowship, and purpose. That is the 
only way THREE can be ONE. 
Undeniable Fact Number Twelve. 2 
“The grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and the love of God and 
the communion of the Holy Ghost be 
with you all.” Is it possible that in- 
telligent men fail to see three per- 
sonalities in this scripture? 
Undeniable Fact Number Thirteen. 
Matt. 3:16, 17. This scripture shows 
Jesus coming up out of the water, the 
Spirit of God (Holy Ghost, Luke 3:21, 
22) descending like a dové.and light- 
ing upon Him, and a voice from heav- 
en saying, “This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased.” Who 
could have the audacity to say there 
is only one personality here? Jesus in 
the water, the Holy Ghost lighting on 
Him, the voice from heaven saying, 
“This is my beloved Son.” This voice 
could only have been one person, GOD 
THE FATHER, because He called Je- 
sus SON. 
Undeniable Fact Number Fourteen. 
Matt. 6:9 shows that Jesus taught 
His disciples to pray, “Our Father 
which art in heaven.” He was ON THE 
EARTH TEACHING MEN. How could 
He possibly have been on earth and 
in heaven at the same time? Do you 
think He would teach His disciples 
anything wrong? Would He - teach 
them that there were a Father in 
heaven if there were not one up 
there? The answer is obvious. 
Undeniable Fact Number Fifteen. 
In Matt. 7:21 Jesus said, “Not every 
one that says unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heav- 
en, but he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven.” Do you 
see one or two here? It is not in just 
saying, “Lord, Lord,” to Jesus, but in 
doing the will of the Father, also. 
Undeniable Fact Number Sixteen. 
Matt. 16:13-18 is proof that Peter 
knew Jesus was Christ the Son of 
the living God because it was revealed 


unto him by God, who was in heaven. 
Jesus said to Peter, “Flesh and blood 
have not revealed this unto you, but 
my Father which is in heaven.” Christ 
was on earth, and the Father in 
heaven was revealing to the faithful 
the identity of His Son, Jesus Christ. 
The smallest amount of spiritual vi- 
sion would surely see the truth here. 

Undeniable Fact Number Seventeen. 
Matt. 17:1-5 shows Jesus, Peter, 
James, and John on the Mount of 
Transfiguration. This was where He 
was ‘transfigured before them and 
talked to Moses and Elijah. Peter be- 
came enthusiastic and wanted to 
build. three tabernacles, one for Je- 
sus, one for Moses, and one for Elijah, 
but a bright cloud overshadowed 
them, and a voice out of the cloud 
said, “This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased, hear ye 
Him.”

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One year ago, September 14, I was 
wonderfully healed of cancer and 
heart dropsy. I had not been able to 
lie down and sleep for twelve years. 
The last four years I worked in the 
mill I had to sleep sitting up. I would 
work in severe pain, and took many 
treatments in order to keep — My 
family doctor told me if I did not quit 
the mill I would regret it. Tne last 
day I worked I was in so much pain 
I was almost frantic.

I said to him, “Brother 
Pauik, I can’t be here much longer if 
the Lord doesn’t undertake.”

able to lie down in twelve years. There 
was the hole eaten through my stom- 
ach and I could not bear even a little 
jolt without great pain. Sister Collins 
rayed for me and told me I was 
ealed. She asked, “Do you believe 
you are healed?” I told her I did not 
want to claim healing until I knew 
I was healed. I sat there a few min- 
utes, and the Lord began to work. I 
jumped up and ran up and down the 
steps and around the front yard a few 
times, then went and lay across the 
bed a few minutes. Sister Collins said, 
“You believe you are healed now, don’t 
you?” I told her I would write and 
tell her. We started for home and 
before we got back to Westminster 
the hole in my stomach was complete- 
ly healed up.

I said, “Mrs. Gardo, 
if I can lie down and sleep tonight, 
which I believe I can do, I will never 
take another opium tablet.” She said, 
“Well, I am going home, for I know 
you can lie down.”

Soon 
Sister Eppes came in and asked, “Did 
you get healed yesterday?” I told her 
I did and showed her my stomach. 
Then she said, “Here is your cancer; 
you have vomited it up.” Mrs. Gardo 
came in and asked me if I slept and 
I told her I did. She said, “I already 
have half of Greenville shouting over 
the telephone. I called them up and 
told them that God had healed you.”

Oh, bless the name of Jesus, it pays 
to hold on to God in prayer, for He 
will surely answer. If it took all the 
years of suffering I went through and 
God healing me for them to be saved, 
I say amen to it, and blessed be the 
name of the Lord. God never makes 
any mistakes. He can work and none 
can hinder, and He can hinder and 
none can work. 

Three years ago this coming winter 
the Palmetto Insurance Company 
paid me a death claim. I had disabil- 
ity insurance with them, and they 
would send their doctors to examine 
me any time they wished, and they 
told me if I'needed my money while 
I was living they would settle with me, 
and I accepted it. When the Lord 
healed me I sent for the head man to 
come and see me, and they rejoice 
with me, oh praise the Lord! At the 
time of my healing my address was 
18 10th St., Judson, Greenville, S.C.

Far away, in the great Caribbean 
Sea, there is a lovely little island 
named Utila. This little island is only 
three miles wide and eight miles long. 
Eighteen miles across the restless 
ocean is the nearest costal town, La- 
Ceiba, Honduras. Do you think you 
would like to live there? We, your 
new missionaries, are finding that by 
the Lord’s help, we like to live here. 
We have been here several months 
already, and such a busy life we have 
had! Only a week and two days after 
our arrival this term of Lee School 
started. Lee School is the Church of 
God’s elementary school on Utila, 
named “Lee” in honor of Lee College 
in Cleveland. 

But we want to tell you about our 
trip. It was a beautiful Monday morn- 
ing in New Orleans at about 6 o’clock, 
when the black limousine from the 
airport came for us. How fast our 
hearts were beating! We were at last 
on our way to the place the Lord had 
chosen for us to work. Our passports 
and reservations, vaccinations and 
visas were finally all completed, and 
as we neared the airport we could 
see the big four-motor Pan-American 
plane warming up her motors, just 
waiting for us to get aboard, it 
seemed. Soon, up, up, up we went. 
Before long our wonderful United 
States was far behind us, and all we 
could see was the blue waters of the 
Gulf of Mexico far below. Naturally, 
there was an ache in our hearts as 
we left our families, home, and friends 
that we love, but we knew Jesus was 
going with us. 

After a delicious lunch above the 
clouds (where the “papaw,” our first 
foreign food, was featured), our plane 
lided down to a smooth landing at 
he brightly colored airport in Gua- 
temala City, where we caught our 
first glimpse of the enchanting “Land 
of Eternal Spring.” After going 
through the lines to have our permits, 
tickets, and baggage checked, we saw 
our friends, Rev. and Mrs. James 
Beaty and their little daughter and 
Wayne McAfee’s new bride, waiting 
for us. They had come in the Church’s 
jeep station wagon. That is the kind 
of car you almost have to use in the 
mountainous country around there. 
Brother Wayne had stayed at the 
Mission Compound with some visiting 
ministers, while the others came to 
meet us. It was hard to realize we 
were seeing things we had dreamed 
of for so long. We went to an open 
Guatemalan market. How strange to 
see whole families sitting in the sun 
(we were told when it rained they 
still sat there), with their produce, 
until it was sold or traded for some- 
thing they needed. We saw the palace 
with bullet holes in the wall caused by 
a recent revolution, huge cathedrals, 
the enormous stadium where the 
Olympic races are held, women wash- 
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ing their clothes at the public wells 
and spreading them on the ground to 
dry, other women trotting along with 
huge loads on their heads, and un- 
usual sights too many -to tell you 
about. 

Soon after we arrived at the Mission 
Compound, Brother and Sister Pullin 


came. They were leaving on furlough | 


the following Wednesday. What a 
privilege to meet the missionaries we 
have heard of and who have been a 
blessing’ to the precious people in 
Guatemala. 

The church service that night was 
most unusual, for it was a farewell 
service for Brother and Sister Pullin 
and a welcome service for Brother 
and Sister McAfee, who had just re- 
turned. These people don’t mind how 
late they stay for service for they ex- 
pect every minister to preach before 
they leave. That night there were 
seven sermons and several talks. 

The next morning, as the tropical 
sun began to pour streams of light 
over the Mission Compound walls, we 
bade our friends “God bless you” un- 
til we could see them again. Soon we 
were aboard another plane. This time 
for Tegucipalpa, the capital of Hon- 
duras. 

It was on this part of our trip that 
something unusual happened. After 
we had gotten settled, all at once we 
heard the steward singing, “It Is No 
Secret What God Can Do.” I was never 
so surprised, and thought, “Lord, we 
aren’t out of this world after all. Here 
is someone singing a song that is still 
new at home.” He told us he appreci-

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ated missionaries. Later, when we ar- 
rived on Utila, almost the first thing 
we heard was the lady next door sing- 
ing the same song. These familiar 
things that we have found have made 
us realize the Lord is truly every- 
where all the time. 

In only a short while we stopped in 
San Salvador, the capital of El Salva- 
dor. Here we saw the rugged moun- 
tain land being tilled by oxen pull- 
ing home-made wooden plows. It 
seemed strange to see the guards at 
the station carrying long _ knives, 
called machetes, instead of guns, and 
wearing boots and helmets and khaki 
clothes instead of regular police uni- 
forms. There is where the Syversons 
are missionaries. By 9:30 that morn- 
ing we were in Tegucipalpa. There 
were Brother and Sister Josue Rubio 
and Josue, Jr., waiting expectantly 
for us. We had known them for a long 
time while we were all in San An- 
tonio, and it was like finding a touch 
of home to see them there. 

Up and down steep hills we went in 
a small taxi. As we noticed our two 
small boys, Robert, who is 4%, and 
Mack, who is not quite 2, we saw 
there was no fear in their hearts. 
Even high in the clouds or coming 
down those steep hills or later, on the 
restless ocean, they were not afraid, 
for which we are grateful. They are 
happy and at home. They even like 
to play with the neighbor’s monkey— 
see above picture. 

When we went to the ticket office, 
to our surprise our plane reservations 
had not come through, and we had 
to stay overnight with Brother and 
Sister Rubio. We didn’t mind, for that 
gave us a chance to meet the new 
people who had been won to the Lord, 
and enjoy a blessed service with them. 
In the short time they have been 
there, two missions have been started. 
The missions in Tegucipalpa and the 
Church on Utila are the only Churches 
of God in Honduras. It is their goal, 
and ours, to get the gospel to other 
places. We will be workers together 
and will do our best to heip others 
find the Lord. 

Brother Josue had just returned 
from a revival on Utila the day be- 
fore, and amid praises for the people 
of Utila and warnings of the rough 
boat trip ahead of us (for he had 
gotten very seasick coming back 
home), early the next morining we 
began the last lap of our plane trip. 
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This time we had four stops in a 
two-hour ride. Up and down! But 
this gave us a chance to see quite a 
lot of strange places. However, I 
think we were the strange ones to 
the people there. : 

Finally, as the city of La Ceiba 
came into view, we realized our plane 
trip was at an end. As the plane cir- 
cled, then flew lower and lower, we 
unbuckled our safety belts, gathered 
our things and waited expectantly as 
the plane did a “bump, bump, bump,” 
oming to a stop at the end of the 
irt runway. As we glanced out the 
window, there was Brother McCul- 
lough and two young people of Utila 
anxiously awaiting our arrival, for 


‘ our telegram had not reached them 


that we would be almost a day late. 
As we stepped out of the plane, Broth- 
er McCullough’s movie camera was 
busily clicking away. Before we had 
time to realize it, we were on a tiny 
boat, only 15 feet long. Brother Mc- 
Cullough had to charter this boat to 
come for us because there is only one 
boat a week that goes to and from 
Utila, and naturally we had missed 
the regular boat. It is just a little 
bigger than the one on which we 
came. We do believe that 18 miles, a 
three-hour boat trip from La Ceiba to 
Utila, is the longest 18 miles possible. 
We were all seasick by the time we 
arrived. 

One of the biggest thrills I had was 
seeing a school of very large fish play- 
fully darting back and forth around 
the boat. 

As we neared the Island, such a 


(@irenee feeling came over us. We were 
S 


eeing for the first time what was to 
be our home for the next three years. 
Yet, somehow, it already seemed like 
home. We even told our children on 
the way, “Babies, we will soon be 
home.” The wharf was crowded with 
people, and we smiled and spoke, and 
soon were busy looking at all the new 
things about us as our luggage was 
being taken to the Mission House on 
home-made wheelbarrows. That is the 
usual way of moving things. 

The coconut trees and palm trees 
were lovely swaying in the breeze, 
and the ocean, as it changed from 
blue to green and sometimes white 
as we neared the shore, was a sight 
to behold. We could see a few grass- 
covered houses, but most of the 
houses and buildings were ordinary 
frame ones as we have at home. We 
soon learned that the people weren’t 
like the people we had seen in the 
other foreign countries. They were 
quite a bit like we are. Utila, itself, is 
like a little country town in the 
United States. There are only 1,000 
people on the Island, and they speak 


There is one car in Utila, but it 
runs only on holidays to take the 
children riding (for ten cents) up and 
down main street. 

There is one large wagon here, that 
men pull, for moving heavy joads. 
They did use a horse, but the horse 
didn’t like to pull the wagon. But 
there are a number of bicycles. Once 
I heard someone say how dangerous 
it was to have the bicycles going up 
the street fast. The men carry very 
heavy loads of coconuts and other 
things. They say “back,” instead of 
“carry.” If you were to see boys with 
a stick across their backs and a bucket 
full of water tied to each end of the 
stick, you would understand the ex- 
pression. Men bring water to people’s 
houses in big drums on the wheel- 
barrows, from the wells. 

It was Wednesday, June 6, when we 
arrived on Utila, and the following 
Wednesday we bade Brother and Sis- 
ter McCullough, their new son, Jimmy, 
and Estelle, a native girl whom they 
took back with them, good-bye. Fri- 
day of that same week school opened, 
with 53 pupils. The school is built 
above the church. We are praying 
that we shall soon have another work- 
er to help us. We teach the first 
through the seventh grades. There is 
only a Spanish grammar school here, 
and the people are so grateful to the 
aw of God for building a school 

ere. 

The church has 35 active members. 
They want to get the $1,305 debt: they 
owe the Mission Department on the 
church building paid. This is a huge 
amount to people who are so poor and 
have to labor so hard to even live; 
but the Lord will help and provide 
for them. 

They had a food sale every week 
night for two months, making only 
a few dollars a night, to pay on the 
debt. We have made one payment of 
$105. They want to show the Mission 
Department and the whole Church of 
God they appreciate what has been 
done for them. 

Some of the people are unconcerned, 
but we are trying to help them find a 
real salvation that only comes to those 
who want to love Jesus.

Life here isn’t easy. Our babies have 
been sick, and it has been hard to 
change climates and food. But the 
Lord has proved Himself real to us 
already, and He has promised never 
to leave us nor forsake us. All our 
trust is in Him. 

When school is out in February, we 
plan to go to some of the other 
islands. They have asked us to come 
and we want to go. It isn’t an easy 
or pleasant thing to go in a small 
boat for hours on the ocean, but they 
need someone to preach to them. 
Some of the people living there, as 
well as on Utila, have never left. The - 
Cays is a group of five islands, about 
five miles away. People are living on 
two of these islands, but there are 
only a few houses on one. Roitan is a 
larger island, about 30 miles or five 
hours away. Wouldn’t you like to hear 
of some new Churches of God on these 
islands? Don’t forget to pray for us. 

One of the main problems is that 
there is no one to leave to pastor the 
churches after they are established. 
But the Lord can open up a way 
where there seemeth no way. Do pray 
that the Lord will bless His work here 
and help us to win souls for Him.—

Shut Thy Door 


JOHN PORTER, Missionary in Durban, South Africa

Sometime ago I met a man who is 
an executive in a large manufacturing 

oncern. He was under forty, and after 

etting to know him a little better, 
I ventured to enquire the reason for 
his success. In a few short sentences 
he told me. “For two years, five even- 
ings of the week, I shut myself away 
from other things in order to study 
for an essential qualification. It was a 
period of utmost discipline, especially 
for a family man. Some of our friends 
misunderstood, and were a little of- 
fended, but it was worth it to me, for 
today I am reaping the reward.” 

Whether in commerce, or art, or 
Science, nothing can be accomplished 
without painstaking effort and some- 
times much sacrifice. If this be true 
of the attainment of earthly ambi- 
tion, it is overwhelmingly true, also, 
of heavenly things. The greatest of 
all accomplishments is the ability to 
pray, to shut the door, as our Lord 
Yet mere 
flesh and blood shrinks from the dis- 
cipline involved. 

But why the command “Shut thy 
door”? We remember that it came 
from the One who had often sought 
the sanctuary of darkness and the 
mountainside, “as he was wont, to 
pray” (Luke 22:39). Intensified as this 
command is by the incomparable per- 
sonal example of Himself, it has for 
us a penetrating significance. There 
are at least two reasons for the com- 
mand. 

The first is this: Only the shut door 
can bring insincerity to light. Incor- 
porate prayer and worship, with 
hymns, prayer, reading and hearing, 
it is easily possible for one to join in 
all these and yet to have no real part 
in worship as such. It is possible for 
us to share in the outward elements of 
worship, and yet be far removed from 

We are not suggesting that cor- 


God. 
9 oorate prayer is futile, but pointing 


out that we are often curiously de- 
ceived concerning ourselves when in 
the company of spiritually minded 
people. We catch the glow of devotion, 
but when the meeting disperses the 
glow is gone. Only the shut door can 
truly show us our own insincerity. 


* fe “Thou desirest truth in the inward 
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parts” is the cry of our heart when 
we kneel in secret prayer. “They that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth” is an incisive test 
that brings with it much heart- 
searching. 

Forbes Robinson once said that it 
was possible for us to speak about the 
Lord with fervour and warmth, and 
yet to be “half ashamed when we face 
Him alone.” Which of us has not 
found that true to our own ex- 
perience? 

The essence of sincerity, the inward 
“truth” of which David wrote, is will- 
ingness to expose and confess insin- 
cerity! The shut door is the place for 
this. Personal and secret prayer is the 
acid test of spirituality. 

The second reason for the command 
is: We have need of the silent periods 
in the inner life. Spiritual growth does 
not consist so much in activity, or 
service, or ability which develops and 
unfolds, but is an inward progression 
in the things of God. “Be still, and 
know .. .” The connection between 
quietness and knowing God is not 
accidental by any means. The learned 
Robert Southey, poet and _ scholar, 
once told a Quaker lady something 
about his daily routine. He read 
Greek before rising; studied Spanish 
while shaving, and so on throughout 
the busy day. The Quakeress looked 
at him in astonishment, and then 
asked, “And, pray, when dost thou 
think?” 

Thus in the things of God. If Moses 
is to become the prophet and leader 
of God’s people, then he must be led 
up the mountainside to hear the di- 
vine voice. Elijah must be brought to 
Cherith, aside from the clamor of 
everyday life, there to be restored and 
fed; thence to Horeb, to hear the 
“still, small voice.” 

Our Lord Jesus used the word 
“pray,” and it is a comprehensive 
word embracing several things. It im- 
plies a turning towards, a paying-at- 
tention-to in reverence. Worship, con- 
fession, supplication, and intercession 
—these are all among the elements of 
true prayer. 

Worship comes first among them. 
In John 4:23 the Lord Jesus says a 


remarkable thing, when speaking to 
the Samaritan woman at the well. 
“. . .the true worshippers shall wor- 
ship the Father in spirit and in truth: 
for the Father seeketh such to wor- 
ship him.” There it is: the heart of 
God seeking, longing, for the wor- 
shipper. What a mighty thought is 
this as we draw near to Him in the 
inner chamber. God reaches out to 
me! God is seeking me; He has made 
me for Himself! As He called to the 
fallen Adam, “Where art thou?” so 
now in mercy He seeks for me. In wor- 
ship we build an altar of sweet in- 
cense. In secret prayer our worship 
is purified and our nature perfected. 


Confession must necessarily be a 
large part of private prayer. While it 
is not excluded from corporate prayer 
or public worship, yet it is obvious that 
none of us can properly confess our 
sin and need, except in the solitude 
of the inner chamber. Dr. Alexander 
Whyte has often reminded us that 
“Particularizing is the- very lifeblood 
of prayer,” by which he meant that 
the naming of place, instance, and 
detail is the essence of confession. 
Even in the company of closest friends 
such particularizing is rarely possible. 
Yet in the secret place, with the door 
shut, you may pour out your heart be- 
fore God. None but He sees or hears. 
This is the true confessional where 
the ever-compassionate and sympa- 
thetic High Priest waits for us. The 
mercy seat becomes the judgment 
throne where sin is judged and con- 
quered. 

The shut door will teach us how to 
ask. We do not know what to ask, nor 
how to ask. Too often our petitions 
are amiss, superficial and born of the 
flesh. Let us learn to employ the inner 
chamber for this purpose, that we 
may know what to pray for. There the 
Holy Spirit can do His gracious work 
of instructing us. Waiting upon God 
is not, as so many imagine, merely 
waiting for an answer to prayer. It is 
waiting for the Holy Spirit to give 
us fitting utterance and supplication. 
Such unhurried waiting cannot be 
cultivated except in the solitudes. 

The highest office of prayer, apart 
from worship, is that of intercession. 
To intercede is to plead on behalf of 
another. The blessed sanctuary of the 
closed door invites us to learn this 
high and holy exercise. Again, it is the 
shut door which beckons the earnest 
soul. When, as Samuel Chadwick has 
said, we have “pressing business with

GENERAL STAYS IN PENTAGON 
NIGHTLY TO DIRECT DEFENSE 
IF SNEAK ATTACK COMES 


WASHINGTON—Deep in the Penta- 
gon maze is a command post, manned 
continuously now, from which the air 
war will be directed if Russian bomb- 
ers head for American cities. 

A battery of direct-line telephones 
link the post with the warning net- 
works, fighter and bomber bases and 
headquarters of the Air Force. In- 
stant contact can be made with any 
of them. 

Officials who showed the layout to 
a reporter also described its operation. 

Each evening, when the end of the 
normal workday empties most of the 
Pentagon, a general goes to the com- 
mand post to remain in charge 
throughout the night. He has the 
authority to make immediate decis- 
ions. He also has before him a daily 
list to show the whereabouts at all 
times of key personnel: of the Air 
Force—the secretaries, the chief of Air 
Staff, the heads of all USAF branches 
and offices. The nightly duty is rotat- 
ed among a number of air general 
officers. 

CLOCKS COVER GLOBE 

Demonstrating the fact that air 
war probably will be global is a row 
of clocks high up on the wall, telling 
the time in Washington, in San Fran- 
cisco, in London, in Tokyo—and in 
Moscow. 

Here in this room with the tele- 
phones and global time tellers and 
links to radio circuits around the 
world will come the first alert if some 
night Red bombers start drumming 
over Arctic or coastal radar stations. 

The command post has had one 
unplanned test. Some months ago 
radar interceptors picked up an un- 
identified formation of planes flying 
southward off the northeast coast 
of the United States. There were no 
American formations known to be in 
the area. An alert flashed into the 
commnad post. The flight proved to 
be a formation of Royal Canadian Air 
Force planes on maneuver. But it pro- 
vided some tense and interesting mo- 
ments for the Pentagon. 

If some night the alert is grimly real, 
out from this quiet little room will 
go the command to send fighter in- 
terceptors into the air over the U.S., 
for the long-range strategic bombers 
to take off for retaliatory strikes 
against the Russian targets listed in 
the “bombing encyclopedia.” 

Near the communications center of 
the command post is the “war room.” 
Around three of the four walls are 
heavy drapes, behind which huge and 
detailed maps are mounted on sliding 
racks illuminated by focused lighting, 
at one end is a platform from which 
briefings can be conducted. 

The walls, ceilings and floor of the 
room are soundproofed and protected 
against attempts to break through or 
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use sound pick-up devices. 

The doors to both the war and 
communications rooms are heavy 
steel, equipped with safe combination 
locks instead of keys. The location of 
the command post should give it 
reasonable security against normal 


bcmbing attack. 


The Defense Department is building 
in a mountain area of northwestern 
Maryland what it calls a “supple- 
mental communications installation.” 


There underground installations are 


being bored into a hillside. 

The installation, near Camp Ritchie, 
Md., appears to be the major one of 
a series of alternate headquarters for 
use if, as the Defense Department puts 
it, the Pentagon should “become in- 
operable” in case of enemy attack.

The bill also exempts religious organizations from an 
impending 50% increase in third-class rates for bulk 
mailings. 

Another concession made by the Senate bill will permit 


( ine mailing of Sunday School papers and religious instruc- 


tion material published by private profit-making groups 
at present second-class rates. If advertising matter is 
carried in such privately-published material, however, 
the full rate must be paid on that portion which is ad- 
vertising. 

REVIVAL IN CUBA HAS LASTING RESULTS 


The recent revival in Cuba has swept the Island and 
is attended with lasting and splendid results, according to 
James W. Nicholson, Assemblies of God missionary. In 
January, 1951, Evangelist T. L. Osborn began meetings in 
Camaguey, Cuba, which touched off a revival that has 
covered the Island from end to end. The fervor is still 
continuing and increasing. Churches are filled, and new 
works are springing up. 

ASK MORE FREE RADIO TIME FOR RELIGIOUS PROGRAMS 


CHICAGO, Illinois—Spurred by a recent statement of 
FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover calling for the reinstitution 
of the old-time “family altars” in the nation’s homes, a’ 
group of Chicago jurists met here and drafted a resolution 
asking radio stations to devote more free time to religious 
programs that might further family worship. 

RIDGWAY RECOMMENDS BIBLE 

In a letter to the Japanese municipal officials, General 
Matthew B. Ridgway approves the Scripture distribution 
by the Pocket Testament League. “Tneir magnificent 
effort,” he said, “can be measured by the fact that they 
have already distributed seven million Scriptures to the 
Japanese people. The spreading of the Word of God is a 
most important undertaking.”

In Miami, Florida, an organization to auction off young 
unmarried men as husbands to wealthy women tourists 
has begun operation.

CHRIST FOR US AND IN US 
From The Fellowship News 

It has been an abundant source of 
scandal that the atonement—Christ 
for us, acting in our stead—has been 
so isolated from Christ in us, renew- 
ing and recreating our character. It 
is noticeable how, in Paul’s teaching, 
faith in Christ, our Atonement, merges 
itself, even in the epistle to the Ro- 
mans, and much more in his later 
epistles, in the faith which appropri- 
ates and lives in His life. 
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Christ for us—our sacrifice of rec- 
onciliation—gives us our fresh start, 
but it is but the prelude to Christ in 
us. “I will run the way of the com- 
mandments, when Thou hast set my 
heart at liberty.” 

Again and again in the New Testa- 
ment the effect of the atoning sacri- 
fice is stated in terms of actual right- 
teousness, because this is its only 
purpose. “How much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself without 
spot to God, purge your conscience 
from dead works to serve the living 
God?” What you were redeemed from 
“with the precious blood of Christ” 
was “your vain manner of life handed 
down from your fathers.” ... “His own 
self bare our sins...that we might 
live unto righteousness.” This is the 
language and purport of the whole 


New Testament. 


There are three relations in which 
our Lord stands to us in the New 
Testament. There is Christ in front 
of us, who sets before us the standard 
of the new life. This is to kindle our 
desire. 

Then there is Christ for us—our 
propitiation or atonement—winning 
for us, at the price of His blood- 
shedding, freedom from guilt and 


unintelligible without the others. We 
may dwell now on one, and now on 
the other, but we can never really 
isolate one from the others without 
altogether distorting the meaning 
even of the one.—Bishop Charles Gore 
in “Believe in Christ.”
